came in real conlacl "’ith the Maratia historical 
literature in October Ipt'.l whcir we entered the jirccincis of 
1 eshwa Dafatnr, where the old Mnralli rccoj'uS arc hoarded, 
Besides this, we came in contact with several far famed historians 
of Poona and through them wc came to know about the real 
aspects (Black and White) of Maralti history. J9uring our stay 
at Poona, we availed ourselves of the opportunity and collected 
materials rclatingko the various military expeditions_^of Marattas 
in Gnjaiat, Malwa, Rajputana, Bundelkhand and Northern India. 

Maharaja Chatrasal, tlie Bnndela hero, in his old age, 
when attacked byj^Nawab Bangas, sought ihe^ help of Baji Rao 
sufficiently rewarded him for his help. Aftei' ^his death, the 
Marattas concluded treaty vvithJ:Jagat»Raj and Hirdesha,-^the two 
sons of Maharaja Ghatrasa],'binding themselves and their heirs and 
successors to abide by the terras of the treaty and to fulfil the 
obligations arising out of the said treaty. Over and above all terete 
they undertook to protect the integrity of Bundelkhand [against 




When we find the government acquiting themselves by 
announcing on the forefront of every publication “Government do 
not share any responsibility for comment and views expressed by 
the author'’ while no comment or views are expressed by the 
author either way. Government can easily point out lhat the 
gates of Peshwa Dafatar are now thrown open for Plistorical 
•Research Scholars and if nobody takes care to make researches 
and refute the charges attributed to other people, it is not the 
Government but the people of Upper India (Rajputana and other 
provinces) who ought to be blamed. 

If the defence of the Government is based on such grounds 
we are afraid it cannot be sustained even foa a moment. The 
rules regulating the permission with condition for the levy of 
Rs. ro per Rumal touched by the scholar, wheather any paper 
is found or not, is a serious set-back for any Indian State, even 
if they succeed in getting their applications for permission gone 
thrcngh the formality of passing successfully the agency channel. 
Immense obstacles are put in the way of private scholars. They 
are asked to get themselves i*ecommendcd sometimes by persons 
whom they want to criticise^ or by the Agency. Besides 
they are asked the motive of their taking such period and 
lots of questions. Sometime such individuals are sent to the 
Agency for recommendation or for getting their application sub- 
mitted through the Agency concerned. When these poor appli- 
cants approach the Agency, they arc told that the Agenc} ha\e 
got nothing to do with the qne.stion. Thus the poor applicants 
being thrown from post to pillar and from pillar to jiost, and 
after spending a lot o*f time and hard earned inom-y, aie told in 
die end that their request cannot be granted. 

We are certain by mentioning these facts we aie bound 
Co be taken as digressing a forbidden ground. We do admit 
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that we liave done so to a certain extent. But all that we have 
done is for bringing to light the state of aliairs prevalent with a 
view to draw the attention of the g:vernment for rectifying' the 
wrong done without any loss of time. Beiides we want to justify, 
our foregone remarks and as such the preceding statement is 
bound to be made otherwise there would have been a serious 
gap in onr statement. ' " 

We were agrieved to.tlie core having found a lot of accu- 
sations made by various Maralta Officers against Upper India 
people (the Rajputs and the Bundelas). In spite of our earnest 
desire to push forward our newly acquired knowledge of Maratta 
riiilitary e.xpeditions we u'ere debarred from carrying out our inten- 
tions to a successful end. Last year during our forced stay (for 
medical treatment) at Poona for about two months we wanted to 
vail of the opportunity and to supplement our previous knowledge 
nd therefore collected more papers relating to the rise and fall of 
the Marattas in Bundelkhand. 

Unfortunately we were not able to induce the Commi- 
ssioner of the central division to allow us an access to the archieves 
of Peshwa Dafatar wffierein Maratta papers relating to the 
Maratta’s expedition of Bundelkhand were placed. We don’t 
know what were the causes which prevented the commissioner 
from granting to us further access to papers kept under him. 
However we are this much certain that the commissioner was not 
quite justified in the application of his disoretionery power when 
the political uthorities in Bundelkhand distinctly held out that 
they had nothing to do with the question. • 

Thus debared from getting further access to cement onr 
kitow’ledge we w^ere paralised for some time. But immediately 
we thought it proper to put before the public the materials 


collected from vRrious sources in a book form and thereby wanted 
to acquaint the public with the real facts relating lo the accusalions 
made by ^Jaratla Officers against the Bundclas and thereby (o 
sliow tliat the ]\faiattas themsxives wtie accused of fabsehotHl , 
unreliability and treating secret promises, agreements and treaties 
as meie scraps of pa[>€is. In other words the liistoiy of Muia- 
tta’s advent in Bundelkhanel is a In'story of broken pleelgcs am! 
systematic j^eri'cention of the Bundelas- 

Wc propose to throw light on this assertion in the 
introduction by a thorough examination ol papers incorpoiaicd in 
this volume in comparison with allied papers publisheil l.tv 
Governmeut and Private agencies. 



INTRODUCTION 
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It is evident horn the title of the book lliat ihe subject 
matter dealt with therein is related to the rise of ilie I\Iaratta 
power in Bundelkhand. The very first paper shows that Baji 
Rao was given information of a fight between Chattrasa] and 
Bungas on 17-8-1728 by Dado Bhimsen and was suggested by the* 
informant that he should write to the Bundelas intimating that the 
Maratta army will be reaching in their country after Dasnra. Tims 
this is the beginning of Maratta’s advent in Bundelkhand. A 
lot of things have been written by vanoiis writers indicating that 
Peshwa’s military expedition jn Bundelkhand was in quite con- 
sonance with the plausible object of Chatrapatbi Sliivaji Mabaraj, 
But we beg to difiter with almost all the preceding writers nd 
declare that his object was anything put philanthro])ic. His 
main odject was monetary and territorial gain. 

We are supported in our this a.ssertion by the writings of 
•laji‘Rao himself. He writes 

“I am going to Bundelkhand. If tliere be any urgent 

matter then there should be communication —otherwise you 

should earn your livelihood there and I will do the same here’’. 

If both the armies will combine and live together I don’t under- 
stand how^ money wall be earned. Vide No. 3”. Only this quotation 
reveals the real. intention ofjBaji Rao and of his proposed military 
expedition. But we would like to quote here one more instance 
from his own letter in w’hicli he writes ; c^lltU I 
^ mm “I have 

‘decided, after taking into consideration various asiKcls, (o 
show friendly attitude to Chatteal and have accordingly m.idc 
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up my mind to go to Bnndelkhand”. ^ ide No. 4. To our mind 
these various aspects are nothing but a monetary and territorial 


game. 

Jt is evident from Peslnva’s itineraio dated 22nd Marclr 
1729 that he routed Pungas and .started on his return journey or. 

. 5th Zilkad 11 10 Arba. According to the prevelant notion and 
various Bakhars Maharaja Chattrasal sufficiently rewarded Baji 
*Rao for the services rendered to him. It is said that Maharaja 
tlhattrasal gave Baji Rao a territory yielding an income of about 
three lakhs. Besides from his deatli-bed he announced Baji Rao as 


his adopted son and divided liis territory between Hridesa, 
Jagatraj and Baji Rao. According to a deed in possession of 
the descendants of Chattrasal, he had an income of one crore 
53 lakhs out of whicli he gave 23 lakhs to his relations, 78 lakhs 
to Hridesa and 52 lakhs to Jagatra]'. From his share Hridesa 
I gave 19 lakhs 50 thousands and Jagatraj 13 lakhs to Baji 
Rao, in accordance with the wishes and directions of Chattrasal 
from his death-bed. Thus Hridesa got an income of 58 lakhs 50 
thousand, Jagatraj 29 lakhs and Baji Rao 32 lakhs 5o thousand. 

Maharaja Chattrasal died on 12th May 1731 A. D. (Jyestha 
Badi Tritiya Sambat 1788) and the aforesaid division took place. 
Taking into consideration the bestowal of the Jagir on the Peshwa 
by Chattrasal in March 1729, the agregate income of the Peshwa 
amounts to 38 lakhs 50 thousand. What Peshwa undertook to 
do for the bestowal of this Jagir and a share in the state of 
Chattrasal as an adopted son? Baji Rao undertook to see that 
the integrity of Buiidela’s territory was preserved. But alas! 
what happened immediately after the death of Chattrasal that was 
that the Peshwa took a complete sumssault and began to coerce his 
descendants. In as much as that a fresh agreement was coa-. 
eluded on 1st July 1739 A. D. between Hridesa and Baji Rao. 
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The agreement in question is No. 19 in thi? book, It was 
agreed by the Peshwa that he will protect the integrity cf 
Bundelkhand, will not side or give shelter to any of the relations 
and Sardars and chiefs of Hridesa but send back with proper 
extradition after giving due advice and hand over anyone who 
will come to take shelter in Maratta territory. This treaty was 
also nut adhered to by the Peshwa but was thrown into the waste 
paper basket even before the ink was dried. Hridesa died after a 
few days of his assigning his signature on the treaty and a dispute ' 
arose between his sons for succession. Sabha Singh was opposed 
by his brother Prithi Singh. Prithi Singh dernanded division of 
the state and on refusal of Sabha Singh, he approached the 
Peshwa who instead of handing him over to Sabha Singh gave him 
shelter and a division of the state took place under compulsion due 
to his intervention. Was iffaithful adhereence of the just con- 
cluded treaty or a complete sumssault on the part of the Peshwa? 
Was it going back on the part of the Bundelas or the Marattas? 
Was it an act of unreliability on the part of Bundelas or the 
,4^arattas? 

Sabha Singh died after a rule of thirteen years and then 
again a family dispute arose and the Marattas sided with either of 
the disputants for the Gadi. First Aman Singh succeeded but 
was later killed in a skirmish by Hindupat. Although Hindupat 
came out successful in the fight yet he was opposed by Khet Singh 
his remainning brother who was nominated as a successor by the 
deceased brother. ide No. 28) However, Hindupat was able 
to retain the Gadi and ruled for six years only. He died m 
1834 Vikrama, leaving behind three sons viz., Anirudh Singh, 
Dhokal Singh and Sarnit Singh. 

Usual rather customary dispute took place between 
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the British and promissed to^give half of their territory, if they 
got the desired help from them. 

On getting scent of the Bundelas’request to .the British 
the Mahrattas also approached them to hand over the Bundelas 
to them in case they took shelter in their territory. Ample 
evidence of this more of the Mahrattas is contained in the follow-, 
ing letter from John Macpherson G. G. which runs as follows.— 
From

Scindia s Camp, Shergarh, 

. 19—12 — 1785 . 

Yesterday there was a good deal of rejoicing celebrated 
the camp on account of a victory gained by Appa Khande 
ao in Bundelkhand which put him in possession of Jarna Parna 
a most unexpected stroke of good fortune. Appa had erelong 
been most positively involved in distress and Bcindia had ordered 
him to conclude a treaty and retuin to Gwalior as it was quite 
„ impossible to afford reinforcement. Scindia expects that the 
Buadela Raja should attempt to fly to the territory of the Nawab, 
Vazir of Lucknow or to the Company for help. Scindia wrote to 
me that he may not be protected. I replied thaf I shall regard 
him as an unfortunate chief not as a fugitive of Scindia. He will 
most certainly be protected. I have reasons to suspect that 
Scindia’s object in proposing the question was rather to sound how 
we stood affected to his more extensive prosecution of war m 
Bundelkhand than any real apprehension of the event alluded 
to. Appa’s affairs are merely an extrication from difficulity. 
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and no decisive success. Scindia’s present situation would not 
admit of so large a division of his troops as would be required 
for subjugation of so vast a country and I should be extremely 
sorry to see just grounds for apprehension of such event. Though 
I have never been uneasy for the rise of Maratha power in 
the quarter where there are many jarring interests w'hich must 
involve them • perpetual embarrassments, yet the situation in 
Bundelkhand is so very difficult as might give grounds to the 
company in case of its total subjection to the Maratha power. 

After summarising the events relating to the persecution 
of Hirdesha's descondants we now turn to take up the treatment 
meeted out to Jagatraj and his descendants, who also had 
entered into a similar agreement with the Peshawa in 1889 
Vikrama. He and his descendants were more recklessly 
treated by the Marathas but are accused of unreliability and 
such like things. 

When Baji Rao entered into JBundelkhand and in 1130 
Arba (17 29 A. D.) he was received by one of the sons of Cha- 
trasal in the vicinity ofMahevaon 22nd Saban. Next day he 
met Ghatrasal himself at Dhamora. Afterw-ards he proceeded 
further and encamped in front of Bungas army. After completely 
routing the Naw^ab he took his abode in an orchard at Jaitpur 
where he was -received by Jagatraj in 16th Saban. 

It appears that Bajirao left behmd some of his lieutina- 
nts to Manage the newly acquired territory in Jagir from 
Maharaja Ghatrasal. The Maarattas made their head quarters 
at Kalpi and began to manage their affairs in Bundelkhand. 
Besides this, it appears that they made their various administrative 
head quarters, in Bundelkhand, as the rendezvous of military 
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operations against the Moghuls, Jats, and Bundelas themselves. 
The position of Marattas become more strong after the death 
of Maharaja Chatrasal. 

The policy of Maharaja Chatrasal, of bestowing teiri- 
-tory in in Jagir to Eaji Rao for his services and from liis death ^ 
f)ed effecting a division of the territory amongst* his two sons 
■ and Hirdesa and Baji Rao proved a fatal doze to the 

Solidarity of his descendants and a death blow to the integirity of 
Bundelkhand. I amily dissensions took place, brotherly feelings and 
affections disappeared, fratricides, treason, and espionage i)e- 
come the order of the day. Those who did not get any share or 
were not well f^rovided, became disgruntled and engaged themselves 
In aforesaid activites. This gave opportunity to the iMarratias to 
do as they liked. Therefore in spite of faithful adliercnce to 
Jl^e directions of his father from deathbed Jagat Raj and Idir- 
f^a could not escape the displeasure of the Marratias and 
„ .ere in the end coerced to the agreements of Isi July 17C0. 

Jagat Raj had already witnessed cnongli lo convince 
himself that the Marrattas were determined to coerce the Bundelas 
and to have complete submission from them. Therefore he at 
once threw himself on the side of Sabha Singh, the rightfu! heir 
and successor of his brother Hridesa. As soon as he found tlmt 
the Peshwa was not prepared to abide even by the terms of the 
newly concluded treaty. Mriien Ptshwa sided with Prithi Sitigh 
in contravention to the terms of the recent treaty, .Sabha Singh 
protested which resulted in a fight. Unfortunately lie and Jagat 
Raj both were defeated. Henceforth the Marrattas were pido.ng 
up quarrels with Jagth Raj on various prete.vt and were compelhng 
him to submission. Sometime before the year llq/Arba they 
compelled Sabba Singh and Jagat Raj to part with some four 
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parganas and about two hundred villages Before the death cf 
Jagat Raj in il57 Arba he was compelled to agree to the divi- 
sion of the diamond mines and further lo surrender some cf his 
territory. 

Before his death Jagath Raj nominated Kirat Singh 
as his successor, but he predeceased him. Therefore Guman 
Sing was the rightful successor of Jagat Raj but he was opposed 
iDy his uncle Pabadsingh. The Marattas took full advantage of the 
situation by encouraging the family dissension. Peshwa himself 
has admitted in his letter to Gopal Rao Bapuji (V’ideNo. 29) 
that his officers were siding with either of the disputants. When 
Peshwa ordered Scindia and Holkar to intervene in the 
troubles of Guraan Singh and Khuman Singh with their uncle 
Pahar Singh and his son Gaj Singh he did so only for monitary 
gain. This order (No. 33) is a conclusive proof in itsed that 
the Marattas had no scruples for secret pledges and terms of 
treaties No. 85 discloses the unscruples of the Marraitas in 
thread bare nakedness and requires no more conoment on their 
part. 

We are of opinion that perusal of these preceding para- 
graphs, in comparison with the various letters incorporated in this 
volume, will convince our reader.s that the accusations made by 
the Marrattas against the Bundelas are baseless and if anybody rs 
to be accused for violating the terms of treaties it were the Ma- 
rattas themselves.

The detachment of Gangadiiar Vajirao 
from Gwaliar has not arrived. When army was required at 
Gajipur Haripant Gave four hndred men from his detachment. 

Meanwhile trouble began at Mainpuri. I hurried there 
on the spot. I took four hundred men from his detachment. 

'■ I Was detained there for a month and a fortnight. 

Pant went to Raja Jagatraj from Kalpi and ^ by 
bringing pressure upon him, he settled the mamalat of 
Karajpatti. By chance I also reached there. Together 
we went to Kalanjar and raised the question of 
Karajpatti. At that time the trouble of ,/?i.ntarvedi took place. 
The Maratha out post of Sukrabad was over . thrown and the 
authourtiy smashed. Finding dire neccessity I v^ent there 
with the men of Haripant’s detarnment. In my opinion 
an army oi fi^e thousand men must be sent there. Otherwise 
there is no hope, at all, for the survival of Maratha authourity. 

The wazir has turned traitor and renued Sanads of people 
in Autarvedi and there by caused the disturbance. Army of

“J have received your letter of 27th Ramjan, You write 
that I should not side with Pahadsingh but work in the company of 
Samsher Bahadur and settle the Nazarana. Besides avoid any hasty 
adventure. But attempt amicable settlment on the lines chalked 
out therein, j have never hereto fzre sided one single individual 
but I suppose that some tell taler might have misreported about 
me. You should not rely on them at all. If you have handed 
over some work to me I would do it according to your wifhees'. If 
Jl; am not to side with any one J would not do so, There is not 
’.,'carcity of Kuars ( ) in Bundelkhand. I did not side with 

Gumansing and Khnmansing leving Pahadsing. Jagatraj has 
given him only Jamalpur Parganna. His mother owned a Jhagir 
when died. He had a debt of 5 to 7 lakhs. Haripant arranged to 
effec a .settlement by accepting an elephant which has been sent to 
yoUe f have informed you from time to time how matters stood. No 
infoi-mation was left unknotvn to you. On the death of fhe king: 
matters worsened, even this was made known to you. If he 
had been in afiluent circumstances he rvould have paid his dues 
by now. On the strength of this the tale bearers have reported, 
to you that j have sided one party. He was asked again to pay 
the dues but he did not listen. Hindupat attached the 
ewels and the elephant. Then he offered terms for settlment. .

We therefore attached the kingdom and Jamalpur Pargana of 
Pahadsing and accepted all that vre could lay our hands on. Gopai 
Rac& Govindpant and some soldier's were sent to help the men 
there. Lastly your humsble servant led an army over there and 
taok the Rathe Thana by assault. Gopa Rao and some 
people of oiir army under Huseinkhan opposed Bundela but 
they did not offer battle but ran away. When I could not rely 
on Pahadsing's promises I appointed one Kirtsing with proper 
sanads. This in brief is what has actually come to paas over here. 

Note:-The above letter throws light on the fact that no scruples 
were maintained in alliances and insatiable attitude was 
shown in realisation of dues. Highest bids were accepted 
for the business of king making. Paraganas were looted 
and peaceful peoole were molested for the realisation of 
dues from princes.

Letter, from [anardan Dado to Shrimant Kanasaheb from 
Hajgarh, dated 14th Vaishakh Shuddlia. 

I wrote to yon about the circumstances rcgardin" agree- 
ment between Hindu X^at and Pahadsing, Gumansing and 
.Khurnansing in full details. You migl)t have learnt the same 
from two of my letters. When you were encamping at Maghari 
near Ujjain they misbehaved. Meanwhile JanojiBhonsale arrived 
at Sagar. Visaji Pant set them right having punished for the 
wrongs done by them. Yon deputed formerly to me Ehau 
Shaeb Raje. If he wishes to ceme he is quite welcome of you 
may suggest the steps to be taken through one of the servants. 
On receipt of which matters would bee.vpedited accordingly. 
After ih eyare totally defeated they will agree to what we dictate. 
Though they are outwardly submissive, but in fact they are not. 
Ganesh Pant saw Gumansingh and Khurnansing. AH territory of 
Jagatraj has been attached induding Jaitpur and also Xhana 
Jaraalpur of Pahadsing. H and FIindup.it both are 
staying together in liis Gadi. We should patiently wait for what 
steps they do take next. Pahadsingh did not see Anna. I am 
waiting for your instructions, as the Chatak bird awaits rain. I have 
returned two spies to you out of the pair which were with me. I 
have kept one for immediate need. Mr. Krishna Rao came and 
went Pahadsing where Gc.ncsh pant was discussing Terms. When 
no substantial result was arrived at he relumed some where j 
know hot. He did not even see Hindupat as instructed. I 
have awated him for Icng. Again I await your final order.<;’ 
and request you to continue yorr favour on your humble servant.

When Khanderao Hari marched to Bundelkhand the Raja 
• cf Parna Hindiipat died. There was a quairel for the Gadi 
-amongst his sons. Rtwan Veni Pluznii emboldened himself to 
possess the kingdom. Kayamii Chaube sided uiih the second son 
and opposed Veni Huzuri. Khandeiao Hari also marched to 
Bundelkhand. Veni Ha-znri of Parna and Gnmansinoh cf char- 
Ithari combined and attacked the fort of Kalinjar but the}^ were 
unsuccessful. Bandhikar who was strong enough gave them a fight 
•and Rhumansingh was shot dead by cannon ball. Thus Bandhikar 
avon the battle. Veni Huzuri and son cf Khumansingh went to 
Parna. Thereafter Kanderao Hari entered Bundelkhand and asked 
Veni Huzuri to paf him tribute. He acceded to pay but did 
not pay till one month. Khanderao Hari prepared to fight and 
Veni Huzuri had to fly for life. Khanderao Hari acquired the 
possession of fort of Parna and the magazine. Babasaheb Path was 
■informed of the news. Path Baba infojmed the Emperor who was 
'highly pleased with Mahadaji Scindia and Peshwa for the victoiy 
and offered a dress of honour for both and allowed Path Baba to 
beat Naubat. Khanderao Haii then marched to Kalinjar and took 



fort by storm from the second son of the Raja of Parna. Balaji 
G-ovind Bundele intervened and settled 35,00,000 lakhs of rupees 
as tribute and decided the quarrel of the princes of Parna amica- 
bly. Dhokalasingh the owner of Parna fort agreed to pay 
two third of the amount and said the balance should be 
paid by Sarjatsingh. Then Khanderao Hari went to Badssa and 
made the king to pay a tribute of JRs. 1,60,000. Then he went to 
Dattia and asked the king to pay tribute of Rs. 2 00,000 or to 
vacate the fort of Sewada. The Raja agreed. In this way Khande- 
rao Hari established scendiats sway over the entire Bundelkhand, 
‘ry successfully.

Shyamraj writes to the Peshwa on 6th Pavilawal from 
Betawa : — 

“After writing I came *dow'n to Jhasi and realised the 
sum of Rs. 7oooo from Datia and Rs. 5oooo from Samthar. 
Gaimadbar Govind and Shivaram Hari came to see me with

their respective detachment. The tribute from Oreba is to be 
settled in the presence of Shivaram Hari. As regards the affairs, 
in Danghai I am to inform that Arjiin Singh has taken possession

given a Jagir of 2 lakhs. The demand of Datia is that he should 
be furtner given the Thaluka of Akodi and government may 
keep wjtb tliemselves the rest of the territories. Gangadhar 
Govindisof opinion that the fort cf A kcdi belongs to P.mna. 
Therefore it would not be wise pn the part of the government to 
give Akodi to Datia. Besides the Raja of Panna is not on bad 
terms with the government. On the other hand the Raja of 
Datia himselfis on war path with the government. Hence the 
Taiuka of Akodi should not be given to him. 

All Bahadur Baba should be written that he should not 
hand over the fort of Akodia. to the Raja of Datia but should 
retain it for the government. Besides it should he made known 
that the income of Datia is about 14 laklis and about 2 te 3 lakhs 
have always been realised as expenses for the passing army. 
Only Rs. 75000 has been realised as a tribute and a promise has 
been given for the bestowal of a Jagir cf Rs. 2 lakhs. Is it 
proper? Gangadhar Govind and Shivaram Hari admit that the" 
-Raja of Datsa has rendered some service to the government and 
Cdeserves some reward but say that the bestowal of Akodi will 
give some cause for annayance and disappointments to the Bundelas 
of Panna and other places and therefore they may be offering 
some strong opposition. Under the circumstances political 
sagacity demands tlia tthe bestowal of the Jagir should be differed 
till the complete achievement of the goal. 

Goswami Himmat Bahadur has got an army, consisting 
of some i2oo Savars and about 3ooo font, soldiers, out of which 
about 2000 are the Nagas. I have asked him to clesband these 
Nagas. After the dispersed of these Nagas there- would remain 
only 20CO men with him. For the maintainance of his remaining 
forces he will have to be paid about 15000 per month otherwise 
a country yielding an income of Rs. 2 to 3 lakhs will have to he 





•set apart, I have always soiirded that these Goswamees should 
not be encouraged. However in spite of roy counsel they were 
•given some inliitLide and thereby they have gathered strength. 

There were certain elephants and cannon in the province 
of Lucknow. Out of which two, cannons were brought here 
and further five or six are to be brought. Besides three or four 
elephants were also brouglit. Sametime back I received a letter 
■directing that Jhasi should be given to the Goswami. In reply 
I am to submit tliat I have already written twice or thrice stating 
that whatever is to be given to the Goswami should not be given at 
once bui after the faithful discljarge of the duty entrusted to him.

(a) There was a quarrel between Gaj Singh and Arjun

He 
intends to see me in a day or iwo. His territory is to he reco- 
vered from Arjun Singh. Nothing has yet been settled about 
the Kazrana and the army expenses. Yon are therefore request- 
ed to write direct to the Raja and Balaji Govind. 

(W) The Panna ambassador came here and showed me the 
letter which he had received from Poona. Accordinglv the 
treaty has been annuied and a draft of agreement has been 
prepared. It is incorporated in the said draft that if he will join 
with his annv he will not be charged the army fxpenses. H^^vjng 
le.arnf this Gaj Singh c? me down in Rie plain from the Ghati. 
Sadashiva Shamra] and Gaogadhar Govind both were sent tobring 
him here. So that he may be able to join ‘hands against Arjun 
Singh. He did cot come on this or that pretext. After waiting 
for eight or ten days for him I fought a battle with Arjun Singh 
single handed and killed him in the field. Thereafter I sent words 
to Gaj Singh staling that as he has not joined the war he will have ^ 
to pay the^miiitary e.spenses. Having learnt this he ascended ihe^ 
Ghati and proceeded towards Panna. He says that Shnmanto 
has sent Teeka and Pagri from Poona, therefore he willpay the

agreed Nazrana of ihe tecka hut will not pay a single pie towards 
the military expenses. These arc his replies. 

(e) Dhokal Singh and Gaj Singh were written twice or 
thrice bv the Sircar. I sent Ram ’Chandra N.aravnn and .Bam 
Chandra ICachcswar to tiiem. Nothing has been heard fi-Om the 
Baja for about three weeks. 

(/■) Jaswant Bao Naik Nimbalkar was sent towards Oohila, 
Gaj Singh was also coming down towards Gohila.

He has written now that he did not like to fight 
therefore he retired. 

(g) In presence of Gangadhar Govind they are talking of 
peace but are carrying out rebellious activities in Pragna Sohia 
where Nimbalkar is encamping. Parnawala and Kesav Naik have 
sent their men. A fight took place near Garhi. Nimbalkar 
made a surprise attack and beheaded Naik and brought his head 
to his camp. Dhokal Singh and Gaj Singh crossed the Lona river 
and came to this side. Gangadhar Pant went there and met 
them. Whatevei: decision will be arrived at I will inform. 

(/?) A demand for forty to fifty lacs’ tribute was made but 
he says that he would not be able to pay more than seventeen 
lac?. Whatever amount he were agree to pay he says that a cash 
payment of five lacs only would be made and a territory would 
be assigned for the realisation of the remaining twelve lacs. 

. (^; On the bank of the Lona, Parnawala negotiated with 
Gangadhar Goviud, Sadasiva Pant and Appaji Pant and agreed 
to pay seventeen lacs. He says to pay five lac cash and to assign 
a /territory for th^ realisation of twelve lacs. The assigned 
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territory is to be released after tlie realisation of 12 lacs, lie is
